One excision is required to remove the title which appears on the surface of the DVD 
disc which refers to the females who appear on the disc as “schoolgirls”, resulting in 
the disc tending to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Schoolgirls Holiday #12 Scharfer Honig is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is dependent on an excision being made to the title of the DVD as it 
appears on the surface of the disc itself, so that this publication can not be distributed 
with its current title. The submitter of the publication, the Department of Internal Affairs, 
has agreed to the excision. 
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The DVD focuses on the explicit depiction of sexual activity between men and women. 
The surface of the disc contains the words "Schoolgirls Holiday" as part of the title, 
though the content of the DVD does not support the notion that the females are in fact 
young persons of school age. The title encourages the viewer to regard the females in 
the feature as being young persons and to consider these females as suitable sexual 
partners, or objects of male fantasy. With this title on the disc's surface, the 
publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes and is therefore deemed objectionable. Were the words "Schoolgirls 
Holiday" to be removed from the surface of the disc, the publication would no longer 
tend to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 
Restricting the excised publication to an adult audience would be considered sufficient 
to prevent likely injury to the public good which could result from the publication's 
availability. 

The criteria used by the Classification Office to limit the availability of this publication 
are prescribed by law. If the excision was not made on this publication, the 
classification of objectionable represents the minimum interference with the freedom of 
expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. If the excision 
was made, a lesser restriction, that of objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years, would be 
sufficient to prevent such injury. For this reason, the Classification Office is of the view 
that the classifications that entail from the recommended excision being accepted or 
rejected are demonstrably justified in any free and democratic society in terms of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act. 
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
